dent. 


When Governor Black, of New York, 
made his speech nominating Theo- 
dore Roosevelt to succeed himself as 
president the delegates proved th^re 
is no absence of enthusiasm in their 
rank when occasion Justifies ex^bition 
of that quality. 
For 25 minutes the 
great throng told its approbation of 
the convention's choice for president. 
The name of Roosevelt came from 
overy throat. 
The N<3W York dele- 
gates paraded the hall, shouting at the 
tops of their voices. Other delegations 
Joined tlio procession, and the well 
ordered body of half an hour before 
was a shifting mass, every semblance 
of organi;?ation gone. 


Senator Beveridge was recognized by 
the chair for the purpose of seconding 
the nomination of Mr. Roosevelt for 
preeident. He was followed by George 
A. Knight, of California; Harry Still- 
well Edwards, of Georgia; ex-Governor 
Bradley, of Kentucky; Joseph B. Cot- 
ton. of Minnesota, and Harry S. Cum- 
mings, of Maryland. Mr. Cummings is 
one of the colored delegates, and he 
told of the colored man's service to 
the Republican party and his interest 
in President Roosevelt. 


Pandemonium 
broke 
loose 
again 
when Speaker Cannon announced that 
in the convention there were 994 votes 
and that 994 had been cast for Roose- 
velt. A great picture of the president 
was carried about through the hall. It 
•was followed by a banner carried by 
the Oregon delegation, bearing these 
words; 


"First gun. Oregon 23.804, Roosevelt, 
Forty per cent. Republican gain. 


Nominating Fairbanks. 


Alabama a.gain yielded Its place nt 
tho head of the list when the roll call 
was started for nominations .for vice 
president. 
Tho rank was this time 
given to Iowa, and Senator Doliver, 
taking the platform named 
Senator 
Fairbanks. 
The speech was 
an elo- 
quent endorsement of the candidate's 
qualifications, and was received with 
tremendous 
applause. 
Seconding 
speeches were made by Senator Depew, 
Senator Forakei* and Governor Penny- 
packer, of Pennsylvania. All were ap- 
plauded to the echo, and the great pop- 
ular demonstration which greeted the 
unanimous nomination by the conven- 
tion was an enthusiastic tribute to the 
Indiana statesman 
whose name 
was 
thus joined with Roosevelt. 


When Illinois, Nebraska, 
Missouri 
and Georgia were called announcement 
waa made that the candidacies of 
the 
favorite son? had been withdrawn. The 
vote therefore was cast for Senator 
Fairbanks.

I OF FIREWORKS 


Philadelphia, June 28.—Threo per- 
sons lost their lives and a half doeen 
others were injured as the result of 
tho explosion of a small bundle of fire- 
works in the store room of the Dia- 
mond Fireworks company, at 826 Arch 
street. 


The dead ure; Jacob Janoovitch, 28 
years old; O. Berman. 27 years old, 
and Lena Sampson, 21 years old, 


The fireworks concern occupied the 
first floor of the building. Tho second 
floor v/as vacant, and the thiry story 
was occupied by the French Hat and 
Bonnet Fi'ame company. 
Jancovitch 
was the proprietor of the hat and bon- 
net concern, and Berman and Miss 
Sempson were his employes. 
These 
three were the only persons who were 
above .the first floor. About a dozen 
persons were employed by -the fire- 
works company. 


The cause of the fireworks explod- 
ing is not known, Thomas Conway, one 
of the firm of the fireworks company, 
was wrapping .up a small bundle of 
firewoi'ks for a customer, when ilt ex- 
ploded, 
Almost instantly the entire 
roomtul of fireworks became ignited 
from flying rockets and fire cra^-'kers. 
AU the .employes on the first floor es- 
caped 'Wittioui 
serious injury.

flames. 
E^'ery effort was made to rescue thoso 
on the third floor. Firemen climbed

Miss Sempson and Jan- 
covitch w^ero found alive, but died In 
a hospital. Berman was dead when he 
was taken from the building. 


During the rescue 
three 
firemen 
were Injured and throe otlier persons 
were also cut afid burned, but their 
injuries are not considered a» very 
serious. 


The flamee spread to the building 
occupied by H. S. Kilner & Co., pub- 
lishers of Catholic books, and that oc- 
cupied by J. L. Gibney & Bros., deal- 
ers in automobile supplies, but did no 
serious damage. The entire loss on all 
three buildings, including stock, is es- 
timated at $30»000.

LAND BATTLE ~ 
MAY BE RAGING 


Tatche-Klao. Juno 28.—A great bat- 
tle seems to be impending, and even 
now may have begun. A i>ortlon of tho 
Russian army has assumed the offeu- 
sive against the Japanese forces com- 
manded by General Oku. and it is re- 
ported that General Kuroki is moving 
along the Russian left flank against 
Hai-Cheng. According to a high placed

Russia's Position 
Untenable. 


Tokio. June 28.—It is stated by the 
war office that General Oku's army has 
passed the mountain barrier, protect- 
flng the right flank and rear of Kuro- 
patkln's forces in the passes between 
Kai Chow and Motlen Pass. The Rus- 
sian position has thus been rendered 
strategically untenable, and it is ex- 
pected that it will be made actually 
untenable in the course of the oper- 
ations of the coming week, unless the 
Russians resist the advance of the 
Japanese more successfully than hith- 
erto. In that event General Kuroki 
will be relieved of the necessity of at- 
tacking frontally the main strongholds 
of the Muscovites between Feng Huang 
Cheng and the railway.

Kuropatkln's 
Main 
Army 
and 
Japs 
Lining Up For Battle. 


^St Petersburg. June 28.—Lieutenant 
General Sakharoffs dispatch, received 
last night, conflrms the belief that a 
great decisive battle of tlie campaign 
between^ General Kuropatkln's main 
army and the armies of Generals Ku- 
roki and Oku is Imminent. 
The three 
armies 
probably 
aggregate 
300,000 
men, and their outposts are today in 
touch all along the lino. 


The 
Japanese 
evidently tried 
to 
draw Kuropatkin as far south as pos- 
sible, holding out as an incentive a 
check to the advance of Oku's main 
army. 
Meantime Oku swung sharply 
to the eastward to join Kur-old toward 
the Chapan Pass, Kuroki at the same 
time moving a strong foiKie by the 
right flank towards Hai Cheng. 


The main Japanese advance con- 
tinues along the .main Feng Wang 
Cheng-Liao Yang road, avoiding the 
Mao Tien Pass by a detour to the 
northward. 
The advance in all points 
is being attended by constant skir- 
mishing. 


Notlnng is known here of the exact 
point at which Kuropatliin's main force 
is concentrated, though it is believed 
that a large part of the Liao Yang 
force has been moved to a point be- 
tween Kin Chau and Ta Tche Kiao. 


According to the ABsociated Press 
dispatch from Ta Tche Kiao today, a 
large force had pushed southward from 
Ta Tche Kiao against Oku. While Ku- 
ropatkin is thus extending himself, the 
Japanese with great mobility seem to 
be trying to concentrate for the pur- 
pose i>: striking the iRussians ;in flank 
and rear.

Chicago, June 24.—Amid 
tumultu­ 
ous applause and by a unanimous vote 
the Republican national convention 
nominated Theodore Roosevelt, of New 
York, for president, and Charles W. 
Fairbanks, of Indiana, for vice presi­ 
dent. 
When Governor Black, of New York, 
made his speech nominating Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt to succeed himself as 
president the delegates proved there 
is no absence of enthusiasm in their 
rank when occasion justifies exhibition 
of that qualfty. 
For 25 minutes the 
great throng told its approbation of 
the convention’s choice for president. 
The name of Roosevelt came from 
overy throat. 
The New York dele­ 
gates paraded the hall, shouting at the 
tops of their voices. Other delegations 
joined the procession, and the well 
ordered body of half an hour before 
was a shifting mass, every semblance 
of organization gone. 
Senator Beveridge was recognized by 
the chair for the purpose of seconding 
the nomination of Mr. Roosevelt for 
president. He was followed by George 
A. Knight, of California; Harry Still­ 
well Edwards, of Georgia; ex-Governor 
Bradley, of Kentucky; Joseph B. Cot­ 
ton, of Minnesota, and Harry S. Cum­ 
mings, of Maryland. Mr. Cummings is 
one of the colored delegates, and he 
told of the colored man’s service to 
the Republican party and his interest 
in President Roosevelt. 
Pandemonium 
broke 
loose again 
when Speaker Cannon announced that 
in the convention there were 994 votes 
and that 994 had been cast for Roose­ 
velt. A great picture of the president 
was carried about through the hall. It 
was followed by a banner carried by 
the Oregon delegation, bearing these 
words: 
“First gun, Oregon 23,804, Roosevelt. 
Forty per cent. Republican gain.1 
Nominating Fairbanks. 
Alabama again yielded its place at 
tho head of the list when the roll call 
was started for nominations .for vice 
president 
Tho rank was this time 
given to Iowa, and Senator Doliver, 
taking the platform named 
Senator 
Fairbanks. 
The speech was 
an elo­ 
quent endorsement of the candidate’s 
qualifications, and was received with J 
tremendous 
applause. 
Seconding 
speeches were made by Senator Depew, 
Senator Foraker and Governor Penny- 
packer, of Pennsylvania. All were ap­ 
plauded to the echo, and the great pop­ 
ular demonstration which greeted the 
unanimous nomination by the conven­ 
tion was an enthusiastic tribute to the 
Indiana statesman whose name was 
thus joined with Roosevelt. 
When Illinois, Nebraska, 
Missouri 
and Georgia were called announcement 
was made that the candidacies of the 
favorite son? had been withdrawn. The 
vote therefore was cast for Senator 
Fairbanks.

AN EXPLOSION 
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JOF FIREWORKS 


Philadelphia, June 28.—Three per­ 
sons lost their lives and a half doren 
others were Injured as the result of 
tho explosion of a small bundle of fire­ 
works in the store room of the Dia­ 
mond Fireworks company, at 826 Arch 
street. 
The dead are; Jacob Jancovitch, 28 
years old; O. Berman, 27 years old, 
and Lena Sempson, 21 years old, 
The fireworks concern occupied the 
first floor of the building. Tho second 
floor was vacant, and the thiry story 
was occupied by the French Hat and 
Bonnet Frame company. 
Jancovitch 
was the proprietor of the hat and bon­ 
net concern, and Berman and Miss 
Sempson were his employes. 
These 
three were the only persons who were 
above the first floor. About a dozen 
persons were • employed by the fire­ 
works company. 
The -cause of the fireworks explod­ 
ing is not known. Thomas Conway, one 
of the firm of the fireworks company, 
was wrapping ,np a small bundle of 
fireworlts for a customer, when ¿t ex­ 
ploded, 
Almost instantly the entire 
roomtul of fireworks became ignited 
from flying rockets and fire crackers.

LAND BATTLE ’ 
MAY BE RAGING 


Tatche-Kiao, June 28.—A great bat­ 
tle seems to be impending, and even 
now may have begun. A portion of tho 
Russian army has assumed the offen­ 
sive against the Japanese forces com­ 
manded by General Oku, and it is re­ 
ported that General Kuroki is moving 
along the Russian left flank against 
Hai-Cheng. According to a high placed 
personage, General Kuroki’s army is 
strong enough to take the offensive, 
and he presumably Is anxious for a de­ 
cisive action before the rains begin. 
Sharp firing was heard in the hills 
and severe fighting is reported to be 
in progress near the village of ‘Ton- 
Chen. 
-n*t* 
Russia's Position Untenable. 
Tokio, June 28.—It is stated by the 
war office that General Oku’s army has 
passed the mountain barrier, protect­ 
ing the right flank and rear of Kuro- 
pajtkin’s forces in the passes between 
Kai Chow and Motien Pass. The Rus­ 
sian position has thus been rendered 
strategically untenable, and it is ex­ 
pected that it will be made actually 
untenable in the course of the oper­ 
ations of the coming week, unless the 
Russians resist the advance of the 
Japanese more successfully than hith­ 
erto. In that event General Kuroki 
will be relieved of the necessity of at­ 
tacking frontally the main strongholds 
of the Muscovites between Feng Huang 
Cheng and the railway. 


OUTPOSTS IN TOUCH 


Kuropatkin's Main Army and Japs 
Lining Up For Battle. 
'St. Petersburg, June 28.—Lieutenant 
General Sakharoff’s dispatch, received 
last night, confirms the belief that a 
great decisive battle of the campaign 
between* General Kuropatkin’s main 
army and the armies of Generals Ku­ 
roki and Oku is Imminent. The three 
armies 
probably aggregate 
300,000 
men, and their outposts are today in 
touch all along the line. 
The 
Japanese 
evidently tried to 
draw Kuropatkin as far south as pos­ 
sible, holding out as an incentive a 
check to the advance of Oku’s main 
army. 
Meantime Oku swung sharply 
to the eastward to join Kuroki toward 
the Chapan Pass, Kuroki at the same 
time moving a strong force by the 
right flank towards Iiai Cheng. 
The main Japanese advance con­ 
tinues along the main Feng Wang 
Cheng-Liao Yang road, avoiding the 
Mao Tien Pass by a detour to the 
northward. The advance in all points 
is being attended by constant skir­ 
mishing. 
Nothing is known here of the exact 
point at which Kuropatkin’s main force 
is concentrated, though it is believed 
that a large part of the Liao Yang 
force has been moved to a point be­ 
tween Kin Chau and Ta Tche Kiao. 
According to the Associated Press 
dispatch from Ta Tche Kiao today, a 
largo force had pushed southward from 
Ta Tche Kiao against Oku. While Ku­ 
ropatkin is thus extending himself, the 
Japanese with great mobility seem to 
be trying to concentrate for the pur­ 
pose o£ striking the :Russians iln flank 
and rear.

Beet Men from the Interior—To 
Be 


Given « Regular Schooling Before 
Being Atiigned to a Berth on the 
Salty Ocean—May Cost a Quarter 
of a Million. 


The United States government 
is 
preparing to spend a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars on the establishment of 
a training school on the Great Lakes» 
announces 
the 
Philadelphia 
Record. 
Strange would it "be were there not 
the makings of many a tiptop blue- 
Jacket among the young men who re- 
side in the eight states which border 
on the Great Lakes. 
They grow up 
under the progressive influence of this 
remarkable marine highway» 1000 miles 
in length and holding one-third of the 
fresh water on the globe, and past 
their doors, so to speak, sails 
the 
greatest fleet flying the American flag 
and carrying a commerce several times 
as great as that which passes through 
the Suez canal, and bigger than the 
combined traffic of the ports of New 
York and London. Fascinated by such 
a glimpse of joys on the wave, the 
strong, intangible magnetism of work 
before the mast each year lures many 
a boy to the berth of a fresh water 
sailor, and small wonder, therefore, 
that when Uncle Sam held out to these 
restless, red-blooded 
young 
Yankees 
the prospect of actually seeing 
the 
world, mid all the spectaailar pomp 
of our navy, they flocked to his stand- 
ard with enthusiasm. 


When 
the officers of 
the 
United 
States navy found that these clear- 
eyed, strong-limbed giants from the 
interior, many of them country boys 
wha had never seen salt water, made 
the best recruits the service had ever 
known, they speedily conceived 
the 
Idea of establishing a naval training 
station on the unsalted seas. 
A new 
Incubator for jackies had to be estab- 
lished somewhere to meet the growing 
d e m a ^ s of the navy, and what better 
place than_mis mld-contlnent m ^ i t ^ ^ 
realm, with its'traaitlons of Perry's 
victory, and so it'is planned to expend 
the sum of $250,000 In providing on the 
Great Lakes a naval training station 
that will be^ equal in every respect, if 
not superior, to those at Newport, R. 
L, and San Francisco, Cal. 


With the 
new 
naval 
preparatory 
school in full swing attention will per- 
force be turned to the provision of 
training ships on the Great Lakes, for 
ultimately It Is desired to turn out at 
this lake station bluejackets with so 
full and practical a knowledge of sea- 
manship assigned direct to cruising 
men-of-war, ocean-going vessels. 
To 
be sure it will under such circum- 
stances require a short time for these 
newcomers to get their "se«L legs." for 
be it known ability to ride the short, 
choppy waves of the Great Lakes is no 
guarantee against seasickness 
under 
the 
influence of 
the 
long, 
rolling 
swell of the ocean, but this inconveni- 
ence will be minor and temporary. 


Inasmuch as there is a treaty be- 
tween the United States and 
Great 
Britain which prohibits either nation 
from maintaining more than one war 
vessel on the Great Lakes, it is prob- 
able that- the embryo jackies will have 
to put up for the time being with the 
antiquated 
old 
gunboat 
Michigan, 
which is now the sole representative 
of Uncle Sam's naval sovereignty on 
the inland seas. 
The Michigan, which 
is an iron and wooden craft, is one of 
the oldest steam vessels in the United 
States government 
She is a schooner- 
rigged vessel, 163 feet in length, 27 
feet breadth, draws 9 feet of water, 
and displaces 6S5 tons. 
Her engines 
have only 3G5 horse power, and her 
best gait is little better than 11 miles 
an hour. 
She carries a crew of 90 men. 
and has an armament consisting of 
six C-pounder guns, two one-pounders, 
and two Gatling gims. 


The 
problem 
of 
floating 
training 
grounds may also be solved by calling 
into requisition several of the convert- 
ed yachts now in the navy, such as the 
Hawk, which is now stationed on Lake 
Erie for the use of the Ohio naval mil- 
itia. 
However, In the case of such 
vessels the batteries would have to be 
removed, which would prevent instruc- 
tion in gunnery being given. 
In the 
end probably the treaty will be modi- 
fied so that Uncle Sam may increase 
his fresh water naval fleet, or else the 
Michifan will be replaced by an up-to- 
date cruiser. 
The latter is the more 
probable now that Canada is building 
for lalce service a fast steel cruiser 
which will be capable of steaming at a 
speed of more than 18 miles an hour, 
and will carry several powerful rapid- 
fire guns. 


The principal product of the new na- 
val training station on the lakes will 
be what are known in the navy as 
landsmen. 
In all probability there will 
also be classes for apprentices, as the 
more «elusive and more highly spe- 
cialized recruits are termed, but mögt 
of the graduates from the fresh wa- 
ter institution will be landsmen. 
This 
is in accordance with the needs of the 
navy where the landsmen outnumber 
the apprentices two to one^ making 
it necessary to replenish the supply in 
like proportion. 
la order to digtin- 
guish between tUe two classes of re- 


cruits It may be pointed out that ap- 
prentices are accepted only between 
the ages of 14 and IT years, and in 
most Instances are bound over to the 
service of the government during mi- 
nority. agreements to that effect be- 
ing signed by parents or guardians. 
Landsmen, on the other hand, may be 
minors at the time of enlistment, but 
there is no such imperative necessity 
for the qualification of youth since they 
are accepted when over 18 years of 
age. 


Just here It may be noted that the 
curriculum at the new lake station will 
show 
less 
difference 
between 
the 
courses of instruction 
for landsmen 
and apprentices than has heretofore 
been manifest in our navy. 
Prior to 
the 
Spanish-American 
war 
Undo 
Sam's naval officers scarcely thought 
Jt worth while to give landsmen any 
preliminary Instruction prior to plung- 
ing them Into the dutiia of life on our 
floating stronghold®, but since the con- 
flict with Spain awoke the nation to 
its naval needs there haa been followed 
a plan whereby each 
landsman 
re- 
ceives three months' schooling at a 
station and a like amount on a train- 
ing vessel. The apprentices have been 
receiving six months' practical train- 
ing on the shore and six months afloat, 
and It is planned to have landsmen at 
the new lake station have the benefit 
of a like amount. 


The boy who enters upon a career at 
Uncle Sam's fresh water headquarters 
for the making of naval seamen will 
have a mighty busy time of U from the 
minute he takes up his new vocation. 
He will be furnished upon arrival with 
a uniform and equipment of bedding, 
and will be expected to learn to care 
for himself and keep his clothing in 
the pink of condition. 
Almost from 
the start he will have a chance to 
familiarize 
himself 
with 
the 
small 
arms drill, and will l)o taught to load 
and aim a four or five-inch gun. Then 
they will make trips in tugs or yachts, 
upon which they will be taught to 
steer, to heave the lead, to get under 
way, and to anchor. 


At the lake station there will be a 
continuance in the fullest degree of 
Uncle Sam's policy of making the en- 
listed men of the American navy take 
rank as the best paid, best clothed 
and best fed naval sailors in the world.

In order, too, that

may visit his home and in the full 
glory of his spick and span new naval 
toggery lord it over his envious and 
less fortunate chums ere he takes up 
his new duties on one of the nation's 
cruising men-of-war.

You lean over tho counter and explain 
to the clerk the diameter desired. He 
saws you 
oif a chunk of hat, and 
there you are. 
There is the real cowboy hat and 
the imitation cowboy h at Like the 
Panama the real thing is seldom seen, 
the imitation often. The real cowboy 
hat is expensive, the imitation may be 
had at rates within the reach of all. 
The original article Avas made for 
the west. It was broad because tho 
blinding rays of the sun, either on 
bare 
prairie or snow, were 
unsup- 
portable without a broad brim: 
it 
was stiff, because if limp It would 
have fiapi^ed in the puncher's face as 
he rode. The tenderfoot wears 
tho 
broad brim for loolcs and a stiff brim 
because it is easier taken off when 
you bow to a lady. 
The cowboy hat Is a fad, and, like 
all fads, will pass away. The 
first 
style, absurd in itself, w'ill be discard­ 
ed for a more sensible 
size. 
Then 
the novelty will w'ear off and the yel­ 
low “felt" will be seen less frequently.

He and Several Others Failed to Note 
an Absurd Error. 
Banks are notoriously careful about 
scrutinizing the signatures to checks 
on which they pay out money, yet as 
the following incident w^ell illustrates, 
it is possible for even the most care­ 
ful and experienced of paying tellers 
to make mistakes. The incident Is the 
more remarkable becausc it reveals a 
most curious error on the part of a 
prominent business man, as well as 
an astonishing lapse in the case of a 
usually accurate and scrupulously ex­ 
act bank ofllclaK 
Among the depositors at one of the 
largest banks in the city Is an old and 
prominent firm which may be called, 
for 
the purposjBs 
of this 
relation, 
Aloysius Jenkins & Co, All checks is­ 
sued by the firm are signed in person 
by Aloysius Jenkins, its head, so that 
his 
handwriting and signature 
are 
thoroughly familiar to the bank ofii- 
cers at whose bank he has deposited 
for 20 years or more. 
During the first week of this month 
Mr. Jenkins got notice from the bank 
that a check signed for $1800 in his 
handwriting, but 
signed 
Aloysius 
Smith & Co., had been paid by the 
bank during the previous month and 
the sum paid out charged against his 
account. Aloysius Jenkins was per­ 
fectly certain that he had never made 
such a foolish mistake as that. He 
sent over for the check. It needed 
only a glance to show him that he had 
written it and the signature really was 
Aloysius Smith & Co. He called up 
the people to whom the check 
was 
payable and v/hose indorsement was 
on its back. They had not noticed the 
mistake at all. It had passed through 
the hands of their cashier and of other 
employes and had been by them sent 
to the bank, where it had been cred­ 
ited to their account without question, 
passing the sharp eyes of the paying 
teller, and only being discovered by 
accident 30 days afterward. 
Six or more experienced and expert 
business men had let that absurd mis- 
taKe get by without detecting it It 
was almost beyond belief. The only 
more ridiculous thing about it all was 
the fact that he had missigned his own 
firm name.* By referring to his let­ 
ter book for the day the check was 
dated he discovered that he had been 
busy just then in closing up an impor­ 
tant deal with a man named Smith. 
That was the only possible explana­ 
tion for the slip. He has had the can­ 
celed check framed and it now hangs 
in his oflice as a reminder that “to err 
is human," even in the best trained 
circles.—Chicago Tribute.

have no means of enforcing their will, 
and legal right would thus be separat­ 
ed from actual power; while the third 
is human Instinct. If a henpecked 
man is universally despised, why is a 
henpecked state to be respected? The

NAVAL TRAINING STATION TO BE 
ESTABLISHED ON GREAT 
LAKES. 


Best Men from the Interior—To Be 
Given a Regular Schooling Before 
Being Assigned to a Berth on the 
Salty Ocean—May Cost a Quarter 
of a Million. 


The United States government is 
preparing to spend a quarter of a mil­ 
lion dollars on tho establishment of 
a training school on the Great Lakes, 
announces the Philadelphia Record. 
Strange would It be were there not 
the makings of many a tiptop blue­ 
jacket among the young men who re­ 
side In the eight states which border 
on the Great Lakes. 
They grow up 
under the progressive Influence of this 
remarkable marine highway, 1000 miles 
in length and holding one-third of the 
fresh water on the globe, and past 
their doors, so to speak, sails the 
greatest fleet flying the American flag 
and carrying a commerce several times 
as great as that which passes through 
tiie Suez canal, and bigger than the 
combined traffic of the ports of New 
York and London. Fascinated by such 
a glimpse of joys on the wave, the 
strong, intangible magnetism of work 
before the mast each year lures many 
a boy to the berth of a fresh water 
sailor, and small wonder, therefore, 
that when Uncle Sam held out to these 
restless, red-blooded young Yankees 
the prospect of actually seeing the 
world, mid all the spectacular pomp 
of our navy, they flocked to his stand­ 
ard with enthusiasm. 
When the officers of the United 
States navy found that these clear­ 
eyed, strong-limbed giants from the 
Interior, many of them country boys 
wha had never seen salt water, made 
the best recruits the service had ever 
known, they speedily conceived the 
idea of establishing a naval training 
station on the unsalted seas. A new 
Incubator for jackies had to be estab­ 
lished somewhere to meet the growing 
d em a^s of the navy, and what better 
place than ^ i s mid-contlnent maritime 
realm, with its traifitlons ot Perry's 
victory, and so It 'is planned to expend 
the sum of $250,000 in providing on the 
Great Lakes a naval training station 
that will be- equal in every respect, if 
not superior, to those at Newport, R. 
I., and San Francisco, Cal. 
With the 
new naval preparatory 
school In full swing attention will per­ 
force be turned to the provision of 
training ships on the Great Lakes, for 
ultimately It is desired to turn out at 
this lake station bluejackets with so 
full and practical a knowledge of sea­ 
manship assigned direct to cruising 
men-of-war, ocean-going vessels. 
To 
be sure It will under such circum­ 
stances require a short time for these 
newcomers to get their “se«. legs,” for 
be It known ability to ride the short, 
choppy waves of the Great Lakes is no 
guarantee against seasickness under 
the Influence of the long, 
rolling 
swell of the ocean, but this inconveni­ 
ence will be minor and temporary. 
Inasmuch as there is a treaty be­ 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain which prohibits either nation 
from maintaining more than one war 
vessel on the Great Lakes, it Is prob­ 
able that the embryo jackies will have 
to put up for the time being with the 
antiquated 
old 
gunboat 
Michigan, 
which Is now the sole representative 
of Uncle Sam’s naval sovereignty on 
the inland seas. The Michigan, which 
is an iron and wooden craft. Is one of 
tho oldest steam vessels in the United 
States government. She is a schooner- 
rigged vessel, 163 feet In length, 27 
feet breadth, draws 9 feet of water, 
and displaces 685 tons. 
Her engines 
have only 3C5 horse pov/er, and her 
best gait Is little better than 11 miles 
an hour. She carries a crew of 90 men, 
and has an armament consisting of 
six C-pounder guns, two one-pounders, 
and two Gatling guns. 
The problem of floating training 
grounds may also be solved by calling 
Into requisition several of the convert­ 
ed yachts now in the navy, such as the 
Hawk, which Is now stationed on Lake 
Erie for the use of the Ohio naval mil­ 
itia. 
However. In the case of such 
vessels the batteries would have to be 
removed, which would prevent instruc­ 
tion in gunnery being given. 
In the 
end probably the treaty will be modi­ 
fied so that Uncle Sam may increase 
his fresh water naval fleet, or else the 
Mlchifan will be replaced by an up-to- 
date cruiser. 
The latter js the more 
probable now that Canada Is building 
for lake service a fast steel cruiser 
which will be capable of steaming at a 
speed of more than 18 miles an hour, 
and will carry several powerful rapid- 
fire guns. 
The principal product of the new na­ 
val training station on the lakes will 
be what are known in the navy as 
landsmen. In all probability there will 
also be classes for apprentices, as the 
more exclusive and more highly spe­ 
cialized recruits are termed, but most 
of the graduates from the fresh wa­ 
ter institution will be landsmen. This 
is In accordance with the needs of the 
navy where the landsmen outnumber 
the apprentices two to one, malclng 
it necessary to replenish the supply in 
like proportion. 
In order to distin­ 
guish between the two classes of re­ 


cruits It may be pointed out that ap­ 
prentices are accepted only between 
tho ages of 14 and IT years, and In 
most instances are bound over to the 
service of the government during mi­ 
nority, agreements to that effect be­ 
ing signed by parents or guardians. 
Landsmen, on the other hand, may be 
minors at the timo of enlistment, but 
there is no such imperative necessity 
for the qualification of youth since they 
are accepted when over IS years of 
age. 
Just hero it may be noted that the 
curriculum at the new lake station will 
show 
less 
differonco 
between 
the 
courses of instruction for landsmen 
and apprentices than has heretofore 
been manifest in our navy. 
Prior to 
the Spanlsh-Amerlcan 
war 
Uncle 
Sam’s naval officers scarcely thought 
It worth while to give landsmen any 
preliminary Instruction prior to plung­ 
ing them Into the duties of life on our 
floating strongholds, but since the con­ 
flict with Spain awoke the nation to 
its naval needs there has been followed 
a plan whereby each landsman re­ 
ceives three months’ schooling at a 
station and a like amount on a train­ 
ing vessel. Tho apprentices havo been 
receiving six months’ practical train­ 
ing on the shore and six months afloat, 
and It Is planned to havo landsmen at 
the now lake station have the benefit 
of a like amount. 
The boy who enters upon a career at 
Uncle Sam’s fresh water headquarters 
for the making of naval seamen will 
have a mighty busy time of It from the 
minute he takes up his new vocation. 
Ho will be furnished upon arrival with 
a uniform and equipment of bedding, 
and will be expected to learn to care 
for himself and keep his clothing in 
the pink of condition. 
Almost from 
the start he will have a chance to 
familiarize himself with the small 
arms drill, and will bo taught to load 
and aim a four or flve-lnch gun. Then 
they will make trips In tugs or yachts, 
upon which they will be taught to 
steer, to heave the lead, to get under 
way, and to anchor. 
At the lake station there will be a 
continuance In the fullest degree of 
Uncle Sam’s policy of making the en­ 
listed men of the American navy take 
rank as the best paid, best clothed 
and best fed naval sailors in the world. 
The 
meals which will 
be 
served 
will be 
made up 
of such whole­ 
some 
dishes as 
roast beef, 
pota- 
to ^, stewed ^oni, bread, ^ ilk. coffee 
and" ginger'snails. 
In* order, too, that 
the boys shall have no possible ground 
for dissatisfaction. It has been ar­ 
ranged to give each one o fthem 15 
days’ leave of absence at the close of 
the training period in order that he 
may visit his home and in the full 
glory of his spick and span new' naval 
toggery lord It over his envious and 
less fortunate chums ere he takes up 
hie new duties on one of the nation’s 
cruising men-of-war.

Fashions of all 
sorts are soon changed, and nowhere 
more speedily than in Nippon; but 
national tastes and real preferences 
are matters of very low growth, and 
v>^hatever may be in vogue in musical 
Japan Just nov>\ we may be sure that 
every Japanese who could be induced 
to express his real opinion would say 
pretty much as one of their distin- 
guished men said In reply to Dr. Mail- 
er's inquiry as to what he thought of 
western music. 
In his blandest and 
most polite manner, he said European 
music might please women and chil- 
dren. but that no Japanese gentleman 
could endure it. 


^ A most amusing, unconscious revela- 
tion of the real appreciation has just 
been made public by Mme. .Sherwin, 
who. in the course of hsr professional 
wanderings about the world, found 
herself in Tokio. where she gave a 
concert, attended by the court and 
aristocracy. 
The first part consisted 
of miscellaneous songs. It was received 
in chilling silence, which, of course, 
the performers felt very discouraging, 
but which they tried to persuade them- 
selves must, no doubt, be tlie customary 
thing in Japanese court circles, and 
they were about to proceed with the 
second part of the program, consisting 
of operatic selections, when they were 
dismayed by a message from the court 
chamberlain, inquiring when the enter- 
tainment was to begin. 
The distin- 
guished audience could not imagine 
that what had been done could be se- 
riously Intended as an entertainment, 
and were patiently awaiting the re- 
moval of the screens that had been 
placed at the sides of the stage for the 
exit of the artists. 
That amusing lit- 
tle incident is entirely in accordance 
with the opinion of the great man al- 
ready quoted. 


As a matter of fact, music never has 
been taken seriously by anybody in 
Japan. Until a recent period, perform- 
ance on any wind of musical instru- 
ment, or the public singing of any kind 
of song, was thought to be altogether 
beneath the dignity of any man. There 
were plenty of trade and labor ditties 
that workmen would sing at their dif- 
ferent occupations. The rice planters, 
the water carriers, the metal workers. 
I the chair carriers, the sailors espe- 
cially. had their own songs, but pro- 
fessional music was always left to the 
women, and this fact in itself shows 
how poor a place music must ahvays 
have held in general estimation. 


Japanese women, it must be remem- 
bered occupy with regard to the men 
that infinitely inferior position which 
oriental lords and masters generally 
assign to the female. And not only have 
professional musicians in Japan almost 
invariably been women, but they have 
usually been blind women and not in- 
frequently women of more than du- 
bious moral status. The Japanese gen- 
tleman, therefore, though he listens to 
native music with pleasure, and will 
liave it performed as an interlude at 
his feasts, regards the practice of It 
with very mucli the same sort of con- 
tempt which Lord Chesterfield dis- 
played when he advised his son never 
to play the fiddle himself. If ho want- 
ed music. let him engage a fiddler. The 
Japanese malQ until the last few years 
would never practise music in any 
form. The study of it would be alto- 
gether beneath him, and until quite 
recently If men were ever found play- 
ing instruments In Japan they were of 
the broken 
down, 
blind 
mendicant 
2lass. Apparently tho only recorded In- 
stance of upper class male interest in 
anything musical was the production 
Df the mournful little minor wall which 
serves for the Japanese national an- 
Uiem. 
This Is traditionally said to 
have been composed by an emperor, 
and the words written by his wife. 


From time Immemorial, In the Mi- 
kado's empire, music has been consid- 
ered to be a profession for the sight- 
less, and as it has always been left to 
the poorest of the woman it need hard- 
ly be said that Japan has no musical 
literature, no harmony, only the crud- 
est rudiments of notations. 
In the 
great temples they have musical per- 
formances for which something corre- 
sponding to our classic music has been 
elaborated, and for one or two of their 
most important instruments they have 
compositions specially sei. 
These are 
said to be not altogether wanting in 
a 
certain 
wierd, quaint, 
barbaric 
charm, and are very highly esteemed 
by the Japanese themselves. 
But the 
f*ct 
they have no instruments capa- 
ble of producing anything beyond the 
most trivial and unlmposlng music. 
Such instruments as they possess, both 
Biring and percussion, appear to have 
be«u introduced from China. 
In tbe 


course of centuries the fanciful Inge- 
nuity of the people has, to some extent, 
improved and developed many of them, 
but they are all essentially Chinese in 
their twang and tinkle and are quite 
unfitted for anything like orchestra 
perforipances, as we understand the 
v/ords, though they have orchestras in 
their theatres and temples, and since 
the Japanese have become a naval 
power, they have formed bands on 
board their men-o'-war. Their instru- 
ments may be said to consist of fid- 
dles, guitars, citherns, flutes, bamboo 
pipes, drums and cymbals. 
One of 
the most Important of their stringed 
instruments, the koto, has 13 silken 
strings, and a moveable bridge for 
every string. 
It Is said to be one of 
tho most difficult Instruments in the 
world to play. 


As to Japanese vocal music, the uni- 
versal testimony Is that it is even more 
rude and primitive than their Instru- 
mental. 
It is curious, but even birds 
do not sing much in Japan. There are 
a few that make a little noise, but tho 
crow appears to be the commonest, 
and seems to be the leader of the feath- 
ered choir, which is perhaps sufiiclent 
to Indicate the general character of 
the Japanese bird music. For the mu- 
sical reputation of the people it would 
perhaps be better If singing were al- 
together left to the crows. Their best 
friends cannot say much for Japanese 
vocalists. The late Sir Edwin Arnold 
admitted that it was very difficult to 
give them much praise. 'Though Jap- 
anese women have delightful voices, 
rendering their langimge always mu- 
sical," he wrote, ''the style of singing 
they adopt is forced, nasal and un- 
natural." 
Another who has traveled 
extensively among them says their 
voices are rough and strangely melo- 
dious; while another, writing of native 
music generally, both vocal and instru- 
metnal. says it is mere horrid noise, 
disfigured and excruciating 
quarter- 
tones. The popular instrument for vo- 
cal accompaniment is the samlsen, a 
sort of guitar. One can hear Its monot- 
onous tinkling everywhere; but it is 
thin and meagre, the airs twanged out 
upon it or accompanied by It are al- 
ways in a minor key. and always In 
common time, while as an accompani- 
ment to the voice the Instrument mere- 
lyprecedes or follows the voice in uni- 
son. 
The Japs have little or no Idea 
of harmony and the supporting chords 
and Gmbelllshlng arpeggios familiar to 
European 
ears 
appear 
to be quite 
unknown to them. They often hit on 
pretty plaintive, 
haunting 
melodies, 
some of their instruments wail out 
very delicate tunes, and are capable of 
effects peculiarly sweet and soft, while 
their dmms and gongs are sometimes 
employed with very stirring force. 
But, as a whole, Japanese music is cu- 
riously thin and feeble, totally wanting 
in force and feeling, and, whatever 
passing fashion It may please this 
people to borrow 
from 
Europe 
or 
America, it is safe to say that before 
they can really enter into the enjoy- 
ment of western music, they must un- 
dergo a fundamental change of char- 
acter.—London Globe.

Air Currents of the Earth. 


Dr. Hildebrandsson 
has 
presented 
his report to the International Mete- 
orological Committee 
respecting the 
position, number and dimensions of 
the permanent air 
currents 
of 
the 
globe. The summary of this report 
as the result of direct observations 
is as follows: 
(1) 
Above the 
heat 
equator 
and 
the 
equatorial 
calms 
there Is throughout the year a current 
from the east, which appears to have 
very great velocities 
at great 
alti- 
tudes. 
(2) 
Above the trade 
winds 
there is an anti-trade current from the 
southwest in the Northern and from 
the northwest in the Southern Hem- 
isphere, respeclvely. 
t3) 
Ttiis anti- 
trade wind does not 
extend 
farther 
than the polar limit of the ordinary 
trade winds, but Is deflected more and 
more to the right in the Northern and 
more and more to 
the left in 
the 
Southern Hemisphere, until it finally 
becomes a current from the 
west 
above the crest of the tropical high 
pressure belts, where it descends to 
supply the trades. 
(4) 
There is an 
anti-trade in winter and the equatori- 
IkI current from the east in summer. 
(5) 
From the tropical high-pressure 
belts, the air pressure decreases on 
the whole as it approaches the poles; 
while the air of the temperate zone la 
drawn into a vast polar whirl turning 
from west to eas% The air 
of 
the 
higher strata flows away 
from 
the 
whirl, and the air of the lower strata 
flows toward the centre of the whirl. 
Furthermore Dr. Hildebrandsson as- 
serts that the theory that there is a 
vertical circulation of air 
from 
the 
equator to the higher regions, finally 
falling at the poles, is altogether a fal- 
lacy. 
Dr. 
Hlldebrandsson's 
report 
1» 'a valuable and important contribu- 
tion to the science of the new mete- 
orology and destroys many existing 
notions respecting the permanent air 
currents 
of 
the 
world.—Scientific 
American. 


What Microbes Ar«, 


Since Pasteair demonstrated the fact 
that many human diseases are due to 
minute living things which grow and 
multiply in our bodies there has been a 
tendency to call all microscopic organ- 
isms, whetlier harmful or not. ''germs" 
or ''microbes" or "bacteria" indiscrim- 
inately. This confusion may be cleared 
by the statement that protozoa are the 
lowest known forms of animals and 
tliat bacteria are the lowest known 
forms of plantSj while "germs" and 
"microbes" may apply to the disease- 
causing forms in either group.—Cen- 
tury Magazine.

USEFUL JAVELLE WATER. 
Every laundress should use javelle 
water. 
A small teacup of the fluid 
added to a boiler of water will assist 
materially in keeping the clothes white 
and will not injure them iu the least. 
The most obstinate stains of fruit, tea, 
coffee, etc., on the tablecloths and nap- 
kins Avill usually succumb to an ap- 
plication of one part of javelle water 
diluted with four parts of soft water. 
If the stained article is soaked in this 
fluid for several hours and then thor- 
oughly washed and rinsed, it will usu- 
ally come out perfectly 
clean and 
white. 
Only white goods can be treat- 
ed iu this way, however, as javeiie 
water is likely to fade colors. 


It is made as follows: 
Place four 
pounds of bicarbonate of soda in a 
large granite or porcelain lined pan, 
and pour over it four quarts of hot 
water. 
Stir with a stick until the soda 
has dissolved, add a pound of chloride 
of lime, and stir until this also has 
dissolved. 
Allow the liquid to cool in 
the 
pan, 
strain 
the 
clear 
portion 
through thin cloth into Avide mouthed 
bottles or jugs and cork tightly for use. 


The part that contains the ¿Lediment 
may also be bottled and used for scrub- 
bing sinks, tables and anything 
to 
which grease is liable to adhere. 


As an aid to the housewife in doing 
washing quickly and easily this fluid 
is unsurpassed. 
The quantitj'- which 
may be made from ingredieiUs given 
may be lessened by dividing by two or 
four as the case may be. 
One-fourtn 
of the items named will be enough to 
last for three or four washings.—New 
York Daily News.

Florentine Cream—To the juico of 
three lemons add one and one-half cup- 
fuls of sugar; soak half a box of gela- 
tine in half a cup of cold water half 
an hour; stir over the lire until dis- 
solved; add this to the sugar and lemon 
juice; when cold add three cupfuls of 
whipped cream; mould and serve cold.

If Japan’s place In the scale of civi­ 
lization were to be decided upon a con­ 
sideration of her musical tastes and 
achievements, 
Europeans 
generally 
would certainly assign her a very low 
status. No doubt, .she has made some 
little move in musical matters during 
the past few years, but it cannot have 
amounted to much. 
Fashions of all 
sorts are soon changed, and nowhere 
more speedily than in Nippon; but 
national tastes and real preferences 
are matters of very low growth, and 
v/hatever may be in vogue in musical 
Japan Just nov/, we may be sure that 
every Japanese who could be induced 
to express his real opinion would say 
pretty much as one of their distin­ 
guished men said in reply to Dr. Mull­ 
er’s inquiry as to what he thought of 
western music. 
In his blandest and 
most polite manner, he said European 
music might please women and chil­ 
dren, but that no Japanese gentleman 
could endure it 
^ A most amusing, unconscious revela­ 
tion of the real appreciation has just 
been made public by Mme. .Sherwin, 
who, in the course of her professional 
wanderings about the world, found 
herself in Tokio, where she gave a 
concert, attended by the court and 
aristocracy. 
The first part consisted 
of miscellaneous songs. It was received 
in chilling silence, which, of course, 
the performers felt very discouraging, 
but which they tried to persuade them­ 
selves must, no doubt, be the customary 
thing in Japanese court circles, and 
they were about to proceed with the 
second part of the program, consisting 
of operatic selections, when they were 
dismayed by a message from the court 
chamberlain, inquiring when the enter­ 
tainment was to begin. 
The distin­ 
guished audience could not imagine 
that what had been done could be se­ 
riously intended as an entertainment, 
and were patiently awaiting the re­ 
moval of the screens that had been 
placed at the sides of the stage for the 
exit of the artists. That amusing lit­ 
tle incident is entirely in accordance 
with the opinion of the great man al­ 
ready quoted. 
As a matter of fact, music never has 
been taken seriously by anybody in 
Japan. Until a recent period, perform­ 
ance on any wind of musical instru­ 
ment, or the public singing of any kind 
of song, was thought to be altogether 
beneath the dignity of any man. There 
were plenty of trade and labor ditties 
that workmen would sing at their dif­ 
ferent occupations. The rice planters, 
the water carriers, the metal workers. 
I the chair carriers, the sailors espe­ 
cially, had their own songs, but pro­ 
fessional music was always loft to the 
women, and this fact in itself shows 
how poor a place music must ahvays 
have held in general estimation. 
Japanese women, it must be remem­ 
bered occupy with regard to the men 
that infinitely inferior position which 
oriental lords and masters generally 
assign to the female. And not only have 
professional musicians in Japan almost 
invariably been women, but they have 
usually been blind women and not in­ 
frequently women of more than du­ 
bious moral status. The Japanese gen­ 
tleman, therefore, though he listens to 
native music with pleasure, and will 
liave it performed as an interlude at 
his feasts, regards the practice of it 
with very much the same sort of con­ 
tempt which Lord Chesterfield dis­ 
played when he advised his son never 
to play the fiddle himself. If he want­ 
ed music, let him engage a fiddler. The 
Japanese malo until the last few years 
would never practise music in any 
form. The study of it would be alto­ 
gether beneath him, and until quite 
recently If men were over found play­ 
ing instruments in Japan they were of 
tho broken down, blind mendicant 
Diass. Apparently tho only recorded In­ 
stance of upper class male interest In 
anything musical was the production 
Df the mournful little minor wail which 
serves for the Japanese national an- 
Uiem. 
This is traditionally said to 
have been composed by an emperor, 
and the words written by his wife. 
From time Immemorial, in the Mi­ 
kado’s empire, music has been consid­ 
ered to be a profession for the sight­ 
less, and as it has always been left to 
the poorest of the woman it need hard­ 
ly be said that Japan has no musical 
literature, no harmony, only the crud­ 
est rudiments of notations. 
In the 
great temples they have musical per­ 
formances for which something corre­ 
sponding to our classic music has been 
elaborated, and for one or two of their 
most important instruments they have 
compositions specially set. These are 
said to be not altogether wanting in 
a 
certain 
wierd, quaint, 
barbaric 
charm, and are very highly esteemed 
by the Japanese themselves. 
But the 
tufit i.s they have no instruments capa­ 
ble of producing anything beyond the 
most trivial and unlmposing music. 
Such instruments as they possess, both 
string and percussion, appear to have 
been introduced from China. 
In tbe 


course of centuries the fanciful Inge­ 
nuity of the people has, to some extent, 
improved and developed many of them, 
but they are all essentially Chinese in 
their twang and tinkle and are quite 
unfitted for anything like orchestra 
perforrpances. as we understand the 
v/ords, though they have orchestras in 
their theatres and temples, and since 
the Japanese have become a naval 
power, they have formed bands on 
board their men-o’-war. Their instru­ 
ments may be said to consist of fid­ 
dles. guitars, citherns, flutes, bamboo 
pipes, drums and cymbals. 
One of 
the most important of their stringed 
instruments, the koto, has 13 silken 
strings, and a moveable bridge for 
every string. 
It is said to be one of 
the most difficult instruments in the 
world to play. 
As to Japanese vocal music, the uni­ 
versal testimony Is that It is even more 
rude and primitive than their Instru­ 
mental. 
It is curious, but even birds 
do not sing much in Japan. There are 
a few that make a little noise, but the 
crow appears to be the commonest, 
and seems to be the leader of the feath­ 
ered choir, which Is perhaps sufilcient 
to Indicate the general character of 
the Japanese bird music. For the mu­ 
sical reputation of the people it would 
perhaps be better If singing were al­ 
together left to the crows. Their best 
friends cannot say much for Japanese 
vocalists. The late Sir Edwin Arnold 
admitted that it was very diflilcult to 
give them much praise. “Though Jap­ 
anese women have delightful voices, 
rendering their language always mu­ 
sical,” he wrote, “the style of singing 
they adopt Is forced, nasal and un­ 
natural.*’ 
Another who has traveled 
extensively among them says their 
voices are rough and strangely melo­ 
dious; while another, writing of native 
music generally, both vocal and Instru- 
metnal. says It is mere horrid noise, 
disfigured and excruciating quarter- 
tones. The popular instrument for vo­ 
cal accompaniment is the samisen, a 
sort of guitar. One can hear its monot- 
onious tinkling everywhere; but it is 
thin and meagre, the airs twanged out 
upon it or accompanied by it are al­ 
ways in a minor key. and always in 
common time, while as an accompani­ 
ment to the voice the instrument mere- 
lyprecedes or follows the voice in uni­ 
son. 
The Japs have little or no Idea 
of harmony and the supporting chords 
and embellishing arpeggios familiar to 
European 
ears 
appear to be quite 
unknown to them. They often hit on 
pretty plaintive, 
haunting melodies, 
some of their instruments wail out 
very delicate tunes, and are capable of 
effects peculiarly sweet and soft, while 
their drums and gongs are sometimes 
employed with very stirring force. 
But, as a whole, Japanese music is cu­ 
riously thin and feeble, totally wanting 
in force and feeling, and, whatever 
passing fashion it may please this 
people to borrow 
from 
Europe 
or 
America, it is safe to say that before 
they can really enter Into the enjoy­ 
ment of western music, they must un­ 
dergo a fundamental change of char­ 
acter.—London Globe.

'Ifhe presence of sugar in beats was 
discovered in 1747 by Marg^af. a Ger­ 
man chemist, who advised that they be 
cultivated for the sugar, but it was 
60 years before satisfactory results 
were obtained. 
Now the output of 
beet sugar is more than 5,000.000 tons 
a year, while tliat of cane sugar is 
about 4,000,000 tons. 


An interesting method of seed dis­ 
persion is exhibited in the case of 
Tllla Americana, the basswood. 
At­ 
tached to the peduncle (stem of the 
fiower-cluster and later frult-cluster) 
at its base is a membranaceous bract 
in the shape of an elongated wing. 
While many of the fruits drop off the 
peduncle early In the season, many 
remain long after the leaves have 
fallen. 


At the southern dentists’ convention 
just held in Washington Dr. D. B. 
Smith urged the great Importance of 
keeping the teeth in a healthy condi­ 
tion. He agreed with a recent writer, 
who said the English nation was de­ 
clining through lack of care for the 
mouth. “Not only in England, but in 
America, few there are who think of 
tehir teeth so long as they do not 
pain.’’ he said. 
“The only wonder is 
that the human system stands up so 
long under the strain brought upon it/"

Air Currents of the Earth. 
Dr. Hildebrandsson has presented 
his report to the International Mete­ 
orological Committee 
respecting the 
position, number and dimensions of 
the permanent air 
currents of the 
globe. The summary of this report 
as the result of direct observations 
is as follows: 
(1) 
Above the 
heat 
equator 
and 
the 
equatorial 
calms 
there is throughout the year a current 
from the east, which appears to have 
very great velocities 
at great 
alti­ 
tudes. 
(2) 
Above the trade 
winds 
there Is an anti-trade current from the 
southwest in the Northern and from 
the northwest in the Southern Hem­ 
isphere, respecively. t3) 
Ttiis anti­ 
trade wind does not extend farther 
than the polar limit of the ordinary 
trade w’inds, but is deflected more and 
more to the right In the Northern and 
more and more to the left in 
the 
Southern Hemisphere, until it finally* 
becomes a current from the 
west 
above the crest of the tropical high 
pressure belts, where it descends to 
supply the trades. 
(4) 
There Is an 
anti-trade in winter and the equatori- 
£1 current from the east in summer. 
(5) 
From the tropical high-pressure 
belts, the air pressure decreases on 
the whole as it approaches the poles; 
while the air of the temperate zone 1» 
drawn Into a vast polar whirl turning 
from west to eas% The air of the 
higher strata flows away from the 
whirl, and the air of the lower strata 
flows toward the centre of the whirl. 
Furthermore Dr. Hildebrandsson as­ 
serts that the theory that there is a 
vertical circulation of air 
from 
the 
equator to the higher regions, flnally 
falling at the poles, is altogether a fal­ 
lacy. 
Dr. 
Hildebrandsson’s 
report 
1» *a valuable and important contribu­ 
tion to the science of the new mete­ 
orology and destroys many existing 
notions respecting the permanent air 
currents of 
the 
world.—Scientific 
American. 


What Microbes Ars. 
Since Pasteur demonstrated the fact 
that many human diseases are due to 
minute living things which grow and 
multiply in our bodies there has been a 
tendency to call all microscopic organ­ 
isms, whetlier harmful or not, “germs’* 
or “microbes’* or “bacteria** indiscrim­ 
inately. This confusion may be cleared 
by the statement that protozoa are the 
lowest known forms of animals and 
that bacteria are the lowest known 
forms of plants, while “germs“ and 
‘’microbes” may apply to the disease- 
causing forms in either group.—Cen­ 
tury Magazine.

Wraps of white or pale-colorcd cloth 
Ruch as are so fashionable at present 
lor dress occasions, soon succumb to 
tho iniiuences of our dirt-lillod atmos« 
phere.

USEFUL JAVELLK WATER. 
Every laundress should use javelle 
water. 
A small teacup of tho fluid 
added to a boiler of water will assist 
materially in keeping the clothes white 
and will not injure them in tho least. 
The most obstinate stains of fruit, tea, 
coffee, etc., on the tablecloths and nap­ 
kins will usually succumb to au ap­ 
plication of one part of javelle water 
diluted with four parts of soft water. 
If tho stained article is soaked in this 
fluid for several hours and then thor­ 
oughly washed and rinsed, it Avill usu. 
ally come out perfectly 
clean and 
white. Only white goods can be treat­ 
ed in this way, however, as javelle 
water is likely to fade colors. 
It is made as follows: 
Place four 
pounds of bicarbonate of soda in a 
large granite or porcelain lined pan, 
and pour over it four Quarts of hot 
water. Stir with a stick until the soda 
has dissolved, add a pound of chloride 
of lime, and stir until this also has 
dissolved. Allow the liquid to cool in 
tho pan, 
strain tlie 
clear portion 
through thin cloth into wide mouthed 
bottles or jugs and cork tightly for use. 
Tho part that coniains the ;:ediment 
may also be bottled and used for scrub­ 
bing sinks, tables and anything to 
which grease is liable to adhere. 
As an aid to the LousoAVife in doing 
washing quickly and easily this fluid 
is unsurpassed. 
The quantity’' which 
may be made from ingredients given 
may be lessened by dividing by two or 
four as the case may be.

Florentine Cream—To Ibe juice of 
tbree lemous add one and one-lialf cup­ 
fuls of sugar; soak lialf a box of gela­ 
tine in half a cup of cold water laalf 
an hour; stir over the lire until dis­ 
solved; add this to the sugar and lemon 
Juice; when cold add tliroo cupfuls of 
whipped cream; mould and serve cold. 
Cream Dumplings For Soup—Mix 
two tablespoonfuls of thick soup cream 
with the yolks of two eggs; add one 
cupful of sifted Hour and a littJo salt; 
when this is well worked together add 
the whites of the eggs beateu stiff; 
shape Into small dumpliiigs with a tea- 
spoon; boil live minutes in a clear soup. 
Rice Flummery— Boil four and a 
half ounces of rice flour in half a cup­ 
ful of milk, stirring all the time; when 
quite thick add four tablespoonfuls 
of granulated sugar and half a tea­ 
spoonful of almond.liavoriiig; turn into, 
a mould; when cold tuni it out on a 
platter and serve with crsam or fruit 
sauce. 
Cranberry Cream—Soak tivo table* 
spoonfuls of gelatine in one-third cup 
of cold water; wash one pint of cran­ 
berries, put them in au agate pan Avith 
two tablespoonfuls of water; then rub 
them through a strainer; add to the 
pulp one cupful of sugar, return to iho 
lire and Avhen boiling add the soaked 
gelatine; pour into a pan and stand this 
pan into another of cold vrater; stir 
until it begins to thicken; add one jjint 
of whipped cream. 
Kidney Omelet—Chop cold boiled kid­ 
ney quite fine; make an omelet witJi 
three eggs beaten; three tablespoonfuls 
of milk, a pinch of salt and a little 
pepper; put one teaspoonful of butter 
In a frying pan; when melted turn in 
the mix1^Jre; let cook slowly until crust 
forms on the bottom; in the mean­ 
time sprinkle

chopped kidney and a little parsley;
